A WORLD OASIS. 


I: is something of a relief to 
Sind, among the cables relating 
to racial antagonism’, disagree- 
ments, and other after-etfects of 
the war, an item drawing atten- 


‘tion to the unique Government of 


Sarawak. In that strip of terri- 
tory in the island of Borneo we 
have what is practically a model 
State, and conditions of life that 
place the inhabitants amongst 
the mest contented people in the 
world, so that they are probably 
the envy of not a few more 
civilised nations. If the inhabit- 
ants ignorant so 
modern knowledge is concerned, 
allthe better, for they sre proof 
of the contention that ignorance 
Leanbe bliss when it applies toa 
simple people, whose mode of 
life bas’ not ‘been disturbed 
by zealous, but often ill-sdvised, 
reformers. The whole credit 
for this ideal state of affairs 
belongs to the Brookes, the line 
of white Rajahs, who have kept 
jotact the tradition of good gov- 
ernment first introduced by the 
pinneer of their house. The life 
story of the first white ruler is 
well Known, and is one to make 
us proud of our race. The 
primary rule of conduct set by 
the first Rejah Brooke was that 
the country was to be developed 
for the good of the people, and 
this is really.the secret of the 
success that has been achieved.

tropical people by an alien Tace, 
it is essential that the confidence 
and respect of the inhabitants be 
secured, and if possible their

éseentiala have been obtained in 
Sarawak. -The Rajahs have been 
jealous of the paoples* rights, and 
at tho samo time have given 
them opportunities. far progress 
and prosperity. Above all, no 
attempts at exploitation of the 
inhabitants by outside interests 
bave been tolerated. 


It as weil to 
stress on that last point. 
For some years now thero 
have been attempts to override 
the benign Brooke polioy, and we 
believe there hava frequant and 
insidious suggestions by interest- 
ad parties that the whita Rajsh 
systom is an anomaly and the 
country should b& taken properly 
under the wing of thé Colonial 
Oiice. Fortunately for tho 
natives of the placa. perbsps. 
Sarawak has 30 far escsped this 
fate, for we have nodoubs that, 
as a Crown Colony pure and 
simple, there would ba no bar to 
the entry of ruthless capitalism. 
Howerer much such enterprise 
would benefit the capitalists 
themselves, it would not neces- 
sarily be of unalloyed benef: to 
the people of the country. At 
any rate, the present from of 
government is a success, and it 
would’ be »& pity ta try experi- 
ments that might fail. Mr. 
Charles Hose, who has lectured 
on the country before the Royal 
Colonial Institute, comes of a 
distinguished family with a long 
connection with Sarawak, and 
his views carry weight. As he 
stated, public opinion at Home 
is mecessary to enable the 
Brooke system to be carried on, 
and we trust that pubdlic opinion 
will continue to’ realise the 
wisdom of letting well alone 
where a Government has achieved 
success, no matter what axe- 
grinders might at any time bave 
to say on the subject.

. Anstitate. 


A new mkstery microbe called 
= Bacillus tularensa” got aut of © 
hand at the Listur Inetitute re 
cently and infected three of the 
occupants with “tularaemia” the - 
first known Britlshensea, - & 

Happily tha three victima have 
recovered, but it has been deenad 
inadvisabla tocontinue propaga- 
tion of this danxerous organism 
in the National callection. 

The facts of this infection were 
related toa Paily Chronicle rp 
resentative by Ds. Sshutz, ona of 
the victims, who explained tho- 
iNneases which the council record 
with great regret. ; 

At the Lister Instimte is bouga 
edthe “microbsrium” or“ National 
Collection af Typs Cultures,” as it 
is officially called, : ; 

Dr. -R. St. Joho-Broaks is the 
curator,and Miss M. Rhodes is 
bis assistant. Thair work ‘is to 
receive disease onltures from all. 
over the world, to maintain the. 
strains, and to exchange or snapply 
cultures to hospitals and workers 
on bacteria. ' > 

“MICROBES IN STOCK. . . ; 

AN round the walls. of this . 
department arekept aliveintast  . 
tubes microbes, both harmless: -.~ 
ones acd others of the most dead~” 
ly character. There is scarcely 
® pathogenic organism nown,- 
hut what is contained: in thiv-- 
depa*tment. - 

-| Recently an attempt wae made . 
to ‘set a calture of an organism | 
that has been isolated in a 
disease called | “tularaemia.” 
This disease. said Dr. Schatz, is 
new to medical science and little 
is known about it, ; ; 

Tris most prevalent among 
animals in certain Statea of 
America, such asground squirrels 
and rabbits. 

In other investigations in 
America the B. tularense was 
isolated and beld responsible for 
the disease which affected 
farmers, particularly at the 
harvest period, and also rabbit 
ekioners. 

SYMPTOMS OF THE DISEASE. 

“The characterissic ssmptoms 
‘}of the disease are a low 
fever, from which there is a 
protracted and tedious recovery,” 
said Dr Schoz “Lt is ua 
new disease contrected in some 
way by buman beings from sni- 
mals, No specific is Known for 
it; there have been some deaths 
among human beings, but it is 
scarcely ever fatal. : 

“ How the infection occurred at 
the Lister Institute is the my- 
stery. Besides myself, Dr. St. 
Jobo-Broors and bis assistant 
took it, and it basbeen found that 
in America the organism ‘is 
so infectious that labora- 
tory «workers there almost 
ioveriably .have caoght it. 

“It bas been found impossible 
to keepaculture in a test tube, 
and it bas to be studied from an 
infected enimal. Whother tho 
‘linfection here occurred through 
the bite of an insect, from an in- 
fected animal, or through contsct . 
is not known. It was not throygh, 
an accident ora broken test tabe.”’ 

During the past yoar it-isinter- . 
esting to note that over 300 fresh 
cultures have been received by 
the department, bat this is the 
only case known of infection.
